There is such a condition as stomach 


indigestion or dyspepsia, but compara-. 
tively few of the people who think they 
have stomech trouble have any disorder 
in that organ. The stomach is the mouth- 
plece for most of the organs in the ab- 
domen, and for some outside of the abdo- 
men, and in every case of stomach trou- 
ble it is well to find out where the trou- 
ble is. % 


The work of the stomach consists in 


breaking up the food and in beginning 
the digestion of albumins. The work of 
breaking up the food is a continuation 
of the work of the teeth. In birds there 
is no tooth action, and im consequence. 
the muscular wall of the stomach is very 
thick—many times as thitk as in the 
human stomach, The bird stomach is 
called the gizzard. If man had a gizzard 
he would not need to chew his food; but 
having no gizzard, he gets in trouble 
when he habitually bolts his food. i 


It is generally beld that the motor-func- 


tion of the stomach—this breaking up of 
the food by chewing it around—is the 
most inyportant function that the organ 
has. When milk enters the s»mach the 
stomach juice clabbers it, converting the 
liquid into a solid. The gastric juice next 
attacks the clabber, changing it from 
ene form of albumin into another. If 
the albumin is in the form of meat, the 
stomach walls break up the larger masses 
as the juice, acting chemically, converts 
‘the insoluble’ meat into other forms of 
albumin. It must not be understood that 
the albumin when the stomach finishes 
with it is ready for the tissuts to use, or 
is even digested. Digestion has only 
begun. ‘The product as it leaves the 
stomach is acted upon by the other diges- 
fae «= tive juices, after which it ie ready to be 
ms -absorbed, but yet not ready for the tis- 
sues, Still ether changes must be made 
* | before it can be used. 


Recently a book was written to pro- 


mote a food fad. The author claimed that 
by the use of vibration he is able to cause 
the food to pass directly from the stom- 
ach into the blood and to the tissues. Of 
course the vibration-produces no such 
effect—fortunately. Were the results of 
stomach digestion to pass directly into 
‘the blood the patient would prompily die. 
Peptone, the halfway digestion product 
of stomach digestion, ig a poison. About 
this the poor food faddist, not being a 
man of education-and having worked out 
hia fad before the days of public educa- 
tion in the ways of health, knew nothing.

Summarizing, the stomach breaks up 


the food, mixes it with saliva and gastric 
juice, and starts the digestion of one food 
—albumins—meat, milk, eggs, and such. 
Other food ‘substances are untouched.

The cure of 
dyspepsia consists in right living. 


First, the diet must be changed so as 


te overcome constipation. Most cases of 
dyspepsia disappear at once when con- 
stipation is corrected.

» be felt in the pit of the stomach. It is 
chronic appendicitis, however, which 
causes symptoms of dyspepsia.

We do not know much about the symp- 
toms of disease of the pancreas. The 
probability is that most of the symptoms 
of chronic disease of the pancreas pass 
for dyspepsia. It is more than possible 
that adhesions around the intestines 
ceuse symptoms of dyspepsia.

ease In the chest. Every now and then] 


there is a case of pneumonia in which the 
only pain is a pain in the pit of the stom- 
ach. Dyspepria is a prominent symptom 
in certain varieties of heart disease. 

The cause of so-called dyspepsia may 
be even farther away. Some of the 
earliest symptoms of locomotor ataxia 
are in the stomach. Some patients start- 
ing locomotor ataxia have periodic at- 
tacks of violent pain in the pit of the 
stomach. These pains may be accom- 
panied by vomiting. These attacks are

Why give the public the above informa- 
tion? Hundreds of thousands of people 
have dyspepsia. It is sometimes called 
the American disease. Dyspeptics mope 
along for years more or less inefficient. 
uncomfortable, and unhappy. Dyspepsia 
is largely a matter of mind. Thinking 
about dyspepsia makes matters worse. 
Then why tell about it, and especially 
why tell of these conditions which simu- 
late probability? And that is the second 
reason for writing about it. The symp- 
toms to a person skilled in diagnosis may 
point the way to a remediable condition. 
Why go through life uncomfortable and 
partly efficient? Or they may be guide- 
» posts which show the presence of some 
disease. such as 1 otor ataxia ‘or 
tuberculosis of the e—diseases the 
presence of which should be known as 
early as possible. These are the reasons 
for discussing the subject.

Fur- 
thermore, the 1150 inatances of intem- 
perance mean simply the number of clear 
cases of hard drinkers easily discovered 
by the United Charities’ field workers in 


| the faniilies dealt with. It does not 


mean that this necessarily covered all 
the intemperate persons in these familics, 
for all these are not i the homes waiting 
to be counted when our workers get 
there, nor are they @ll reported freely 
jand voluntarily by the members of the 
family actually seen by the workers. 
“Eleven hundred and fifty instances of 
intemperance" simply means, therefore, 
that there were at jeast thie muember of 
hard drinkers in the poor faniilies who 
came to ue last year. 
But we are ready to eay that, besides 
the many more hapd drinkers whom we 
did not discover with thé naked eye, 
there were doubtless hundredg of other 
persons in these families who were spend- 
ing altogether too much money for in- 
toxicating Mquors, which if applied te 
the food, shelter, andl clothing needs of 
their wives and chiléren would have kept 
them in more comfortable conidition. 
Finally, without a doubt aleo, many of 
the other unfortunate circumstances and 
disabilities discovered last Sear by our 
charity visitors were bound up with the 
Grink evil. Just how much we cannot 
say. On this point we are conservative.
